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Although, in the present day, there is no lack of 
books, both great and small, learned and simple, 
which treat of the Catholic Faith controversially,

Lift up thyself, my soul, far above all earthly 
thoughts and imaginations. Put the sandals 
of carnal understanding from off thy feet, for 
thou art standing on the threshold of heaven.

by faith to the knowledge of the Most High. O 
Faith, great gift of God, worthy of the Divine 
Giver, by thee I acknowledge and confess the 
Belief which the Catholic Church teaches and 
hath taught always, everywhere and for ever, 
the Faith of the Blessed Trinity. 

God, the Three in One, the One in Three, 
has revealed Himself in His Church by the 
three-fold teaching of His Visible Creation, His 
Written Word, and His Incarnate Word. The 
third successive link in the golden chain of 
Faith which binds earth to Heaven, and which 
discloses the relations of GOD to man, and of 
man to GoD, is then The Visible Creation. 
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THE VISIBLE CREATION. 

The Prayer, 

O Lord God Almighty, Creator of Heaven 
and earth, I worship Thee. The soul which 
Thou hast created thirsteth for Thee ; the flesh 
which Thou hast made longeth after Thee. Open 
Thou mine eyes, O Father, that I may see 
Thee in the Heavens the work of Thine hands; 
strengthen Thou my sight, O Sole-Begotten, 
that I may behold Thee in the sea whose waves 
grew calm beneath Thy sacred feet. Waken 
mine ears, O Holy Spirit, that I may hear 
Thy voice among the trees of the wood, as 
Thou fliest upon the wings of the wind. Set my 
heart at liberty that I may praise Thee with all 
Thy creatures upon earth. 

O Lord my God and Father, put clay upon 
mine eyes that I may see. Say unto me, Eph- 
phatha, that I may hear.

the darkness of Calvary ; and thou moon, whose 
pitying beams .will gleam through the olive 
boughs of Gethsemane. Praise Him, ye stars, 
which will shine above His manger-bed, and 
thou light, wherewith He will clothe Himself, as 
with raiment glistering white as snow on Tabor. 
Praise Him Who made you, for He beheld you, 
the work of His hand&; He looked upon all the 
work of that fourth glorious day, and pro- 
nounced it good. 

The stars rejoiced in their courses, but there 
was still silence in the mighty waters, still si- 
lence in the sun-lit air, and once more the fiat 
of the Almighty went forth, and the waters 
brought forth abundantly, and winged fowl flew 
in the firmament of heaven.

For thus saith the Lord that 
created the heavens : God Himself that formed 
the earth and made it : He hath established it, 
He created it not in vain, He formed it to be 
inhabited, and the world being thus made, re- 
plenished, and adorned, there is as it were a 
pause. The Three Divine Persons take Inef- 
fable Counsel, and the resuh of that Divine 
Counsel is the creation of Man.

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type of Christ and His Church, foreshadowed 
from the very beginning of creation ; and no 
marvel, for this was the very end and purpose 
of Creation. Man was as it were the canvas 
on which GOD portrayed the Likeness of His 
Son ; the rough cast and model of the future 
perfect work. 

Perfect in wisdom, perfect in intelligence, 
Adam stood before his Maker, the masterpiece 
of His works, and GOD looked on him, and Gen. 1.28.3X.; 
blessed him. 

Our fallen nature must needs climb upwards 
to his perfection ; our sensual nature stands en- 
tranced in mute amazement, gazing solely upon 
the marvellous beauty of his form, the strength 
of his intellect, the mighty grasp of that intelli- 
gence which comprehended all the secrets of 
Goiys creation, as the creatures He had made 
passed before their earthly lord and master to 
' do him homage, and to receive from him their 
name. But the surpassing dignity of man con- 
sisted in the supernatural beauty of the soul, 
bearing the Image of God. This was the jewel 
of priceless worth, placed in a casket most beau- 
tiful, it is true, but as frail as beautiful. 

Unrestricted to any part of the body, yet go- 
verning every movement of it ; transfusing every 
particle of it, but not yet cleaving to the dust of 
whkb it was made, the soul was at once the sha- 
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dow of God's Omnipotence ; — spirit, soul, and 
body, united yet distinct ; — man bore about in his 
very being the Mystery of the Trinity. Pos- 
sessing unwavering Faith in the Blessed God, 
unbounded Hope in the Divine goodness, and 
fervent Charity for the Love itself from Whose 
very fount it had been freshly kindled, his soul 
reflected in its supernatural graces the Likeness 
of the Blessed Father. With clear, undimmed 
vision he could look upon the Face of God, 
— nothing came between that perfect soul and 
it Sin had not as yet compelled man to cover 
his face ; it &hone with the reflex beauty of God, 
but there were not as yet the fallen children of 
men to fear the presence of Holiness. As yet 
the body, untainted by corruption, pressed not 
down the soul ; as yet the earthy tabernacle 
weighed not down the mind, but Adam held 
converse with his Maker, and looked upon his 
Majesty unscathed. 

The casket which contained the soul was 
moulded by the hand of GoD Himself; with 
infinite care the Potter, and the Carpenter, and 
the Refiner of Silver, had moulded and shaped 
and adorned with exquisite workmanship the 
Tabernacle in which hereafter the Blessed Host 
was to repose. It was faultless, so that the 
Psalmist considering its beauty even after it 
had fallen, and the Royal Image that had been so 
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defaced that it was but faintly, although unmis- 
takeably perceptible, exclaimed, '*I will give 
thanks unto Thee, for I am fearfully and won- 
derfully made ; marvellous are Thy works, and 
that my soul knoweth right well." 

This glorious creature was free. Man*s will 
God, Whose service is perfect free--^'* 
dom, did not ¥rithhold from man His own attri- 
bute of will ; He moreover left that will free and 
unfettered. Adam was free to choose the ser- 
vice of the great God and sovereign Lord Who 
had created him out of nothing, and formed him 
from the dust of the ground, — or, to usurp au- 
thority over himself, and to make of himself his 
own god. God is a God of liberty, and He 
wills that they who serve Him should be free. 
With the very gifts which He had lavished upon 
man, man could serve Him or rebel against 
Him. The fleshly senses, the mighty intellect, 
the supematurally endowed soul, all were free. 
Man walked in the Paradise of Eden its lord 
and mastei^ in the glorious liberty of the son of 
God, and by none could he be disinherited save 
by his own act and deed. 

But the devil, the fallen cherub, Man's FaiL 
looked on this fair work of GOD with envious 
hatred. He entered the Eden, whence it may 
be he had aforetime been banished, and under 
the form of a Serpent, he tried to pull man szek. aS. 13. 
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down to his own level. Attacking him subtilly 
through his earthly affections, through the al- 
lurements of the senses, and through the pride 
of intellect, he offered him, through Eve, the 
bait of sin ; and Man, the creature of a day, 
presumed to question the Truth of God, his 
Almighty Creator, and then he fell. He had 
stooped of his own unconstrained will to listen 
to the serpent, and thus gave the devil the ad- 
vantage over him, and man received a deadly 
wound ; the poison of sin passed forthwith into 
his blood,' and the fair Image of GOD was 
thereby blurred and defaced ; the supernatural 
powers of the soul were blunted ; the clear 
vision of GOD was darkened, thenceforth he 
saw Him but as through a glass darkly; the 
keen sense of conscience was perturbed ; the 
judgment was warped ; the Flesh became sub- 
ject to death ; Faith grew dark ; Hope was al- 
most crushed by the vivid consciousness of guilt ; 
Love was well nigh lost in fear ; Free-will alone 
remained unviolated. Satan could not, cannot 
touch this ; it is the Breath of God, and it has 
survived to maintain the deadly struggle which 
then sprang up and still exists between the flesh 
and the spirit 

Man had fallen, but not irretrievably ; not as 
Satan and his angels had fallen. He had taken 
the poison of death, but God had prepared an 
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antidote, and His unchanging purposes of mercy 
changed not. Man was cast out of Eden, but 
he bore thence the promise of life, and grace, 
and restoration. 

In the Eternal Counsels of the Godhead man 
had been created in the Likeness of God. The 
Eternal Counsels of God stood. " Let God be 
true, but every man a liar." Man had been 
made for God, and he could not contravene the 
Decree of the Most High. He might deface, but 
he could not efface, the Divine Image and Like- 
ness. Human nature, that it might be restored, 
(and that thus the Eternal Counsel might stand,) 
was taken into the Divine, and thus rendered 
eternally glorious, God set His seal upon it for 
ever in the Incarnation. S.Jo. 1.12-14.

Draw near, O my soul, and gaze yet closer at 
this Mystery, for the aweful Godhead is veiled in 
flesh, and thine eyes, even thine, may now look 
upon thy GOD. Thou hast beheld man called 
into perfect being, created out of nothing, ^ 

placed in a Paradise of delights, endowed with 
every grace of soul, and mind, and body, — all 
creatures owning his dominion in perfect happi- 
ness, bearing the unstained likeness and image 
of his God. Thou hast also seen him fallen. 
Now ii>ehold thy GOD-Incamate. If man who 
was to fall were placed in Eden, .^^-^^^j^, 
where shall Sinless Man find His Second. 
abode ? Let S. Ambrose answer : " When Thou 
tookest upon Thee to deliver man. Thou didst 
not abhor the Virgin's womb." O my God, must 
Thou needs bear nine months of such im- 
prisonment to make satisfaction for my abuse 
of the liberty in which God created me? O 
Orient Pearl of priceless worth, must Thou bury 
Thyself in the unfathomed but yet dark ocean 
of Virginal purity ? In the fountain sealed, the 
spring shut up? Must Thou suffer from the 
first moment of Thy conception ? 

Right meetly does Thy Church fall down and 
worship Thee at the moment when she salutes 
Thee Incarnate God, — God made Man, — for in 
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that first moment Thou didst reach the lowest 
deep of Thy profound humiliation ; Thy life of 
toil, Thy crucifixion and Thy death were but 
the consequences of this stupendous act ; Thou 
didst reach the lowest deep in that moment 
when from Thy royal throne at midnight, all 
things being in quiet silence, Thou didst leap 
down from the height of Infinite Godhead to 
the depth of finite infancy; when Thou, Al- 
mighty God, Who wast enthroned in the High- 
est, didst shroud Thyself in the womb of the 
Blessed Mary. 

Adam was created perfect man ; Thou wast 
born a helpless Infant. Adam was blessed of 
God s Thou wast made a curse for us. Adam 
was made the lord of all creatures ; Thou wast 
a worm and no man, a very scorn of men, and 
the outcast of the people. Adam might freely 
eat of every tree of the Garden of God, save 
one ; tears were Thy meat day and night ; when 
Thou wast hungry they gave Thee gall to eat ; 
when Thou wast thirsty, they gave Thee vinegar 
to drink. Adam heard the Voice of the Lord 
God among the trees in the garden ; on the 
dry and barren tree of the Cross Thou didst 
utter Thy loud and bitter cry: My God, My 
God, why hast Thou forsaken Me ? The Lord 
God caused a deep steep to fall upon Adam, 
and he slept; hanging upon the Cross, Thou 
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didst bow Thy thorn-crowned head, Thou didst 
give up the ghost, and cause Thyself to sleep 
the deep sleep of death. From the opened 
side of Adam sleeping, was that bride taken 
who was bone of his bone, and flesh of his 
flesh ; from Thy pierced side as Thou didst hang 
dead upon the Tree, welled forth the Fount of 
Blood and Water, the Sacramental Wellspring 
of Eternal Life whence the Catholic Church, 
Thy Spotless Bride, received new being, was 
sanctified and cleansed, and made bone of Thy 
Bone, and flesh of Thy Fl^sh. Hidden in Para- Eph.5. 30,32. 
dise the Serpent had watched the sleep of the 
first Adam, and secretly plotted in subtiity the 
ruin of Eve whom he sawbuilded from his side; 
with crest erect and unabashed he showed him- 
self openly on Calvary, and boldly struck the 
Second Adam, the only One among the sons of 
men over Whom he could claim no dominion, 
and whilst he exulted over Him as He slept in 
death, the Spotless Eve came forth from His 
side, and the Devil had no power over her, 
neither could the gates of Hell prevail against 
her. 

Perfect Reparation had been made ; full Satis- 
faction given ; the Sacrifice was accepted ; the 
Atonement was complete. The great Mystery 
hid from endless ages was made manifest. The 
Mystic Marriage of the true Samson was solem- 
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nised, the betrothal celebrated in time, to be 
consummated in eternity. The Bride was won. 
The Only-Begotten Son had given the ransom ; 
He had paid never so much dowry and price ; 
He overcame the sharpness of death, He went 
down into Hades ; He set free His captives, He 
rose again in His glorified Body, King of Kings, 
and Lord of Lords, and He ascended into Hea- 
ven whence He came. Henceforth He is set 
down at the right hand of God waiting until 
the purification of His earthly Bride be fully 
perfected, and she be ready to be presented to 
the King in Shushan the Palace, not having 
spot, or wrinkle, or any such thing. 

This Mystery of the Incarnation ever goeth 
on, as the SON Himself declareth : " My Fa- 
ther worketh hitherto, and I work." The 
Holy Ghost, the Third Person in the Blessed 
Trinity, Who proceedeth from the Father and 
the Son, carrieth on that work in her, whom 
Christ Jesus, the Only-Begotten of the Fa- 
ther, purchased with His Blood ; in her, His 
Bride, His Dove, His Undefiled One,— The

From the side of God- Incarnate The office of 
sleeping on the Cross, His Bride *^ church.

The 
GOD-Man has chosen His Mystic Bride, He has 
kissed Her with the kisses of, His n)outhy and 
He has withdrawn Himself, and is gone.

He feed- 
eth among the lilies of Paradise, until the day of 
the Resurrection break, and the shadows flee 
away ; and She, risen from His bed of the Cross, 
still goeth about the city, in the streets, and in 
the broad ways, seeking Him Whom Her soul 
loveth.

By the 
laying on of Apostolic bands the Sevenfold gifts 
of the Holy Spirit are communicated to the 
soul and body already rendered capable of their 
reception by its first ingrafting into Christ. 
Again " He showeth unto them His Hands," 
those pierced Hands whence streams forth glory 
ineffable ; those uplifted Hands wherewith He 
blessed His Apostles, and by Whose virtue they 
in turn, endued with power from on high, have 
ever since imparted the Sevenfold Gifts of the 
Holy Ghost to the baptized.

hid,' we do not know exhaustively and to per- 
fection all that marvellous and admirable order 
according to which He works all things after 
the counsel of His own will ; neither in nature 
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nor in grace hath He revealed to us all of His 
ways ; but both in the natural and supernatural 
order He hath shown to us a part of His. ways ; 
.we are able to discover by natural means a cer- 
tain system of operation by which the Creator 
ordinarily rules His creation, this we call the 
law of nature ; faith enables us supematurally 
to behold the sacramental system, whereby the 
Redeemer ordinarily works out the salvation of 
them that are to be saved, that is the law of 
grace ; sometimes indeed the Creator and Re^ 
deemer acts on the natural or supernatural world 
by ways and means the order of which is not 
known to us, by extraordinary methods, the ef- 
fects of which we are wont to call miracles and 
prodigies ; but ordinarily we are safe in assum^ 
ing that neither in the natural nor in the super- 
natural world will He act save and except ac- 
cording to those laws by which reason and faith 
teach us He ordinarily regulates His opera- 
tions." 

The power to administer Sacraments whereby 
Grace is conveyed into the soul being of GOD 
alone can never be usurped by man. No man 
taketh this power unto himself. From hand to 
hand the Gift and Power of the Holy Ghost 
has been transmitted in one vast unbroken net- 
work of many ramifications, yet all reaching 
back, and proceeding from, Christ Himself, 
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the Source of Life, yea, ]:ather the Life Itself ; 
and dating from that first Commission which 
our Great High Priest Himself received from 
God the Father, and the irrevocable terms of 
the charter are these : " All power is given unto 
Me in Heaven and in earth. Go ye therefore, 
and teach all nations, baptizing them in the 
Name of the Father, and of the Son, and of 
the Holy Ghost, teaching them to observe all 
things whatsoever I have commanded you : and, 
lo, I am with you always, even unto the end of 
the world. Amen." *

long as it abides united to Christ Supernatural 
its salvation is of necessity secure. 
But it is still free, it is not so bound that it can- 
not exercise its free-will. It has. the inherent 
power to sever itself, and it may be severed from 
Christ. It has power to lose itself ; it may be 
also cast away. It is beset with enemies ever 
on the alert to attack it and to ruin it, but they 
are powerless in themselves to hurt it. Wilful 
mortal sin, that is, a deliberate choice of what 
the soul knows to be contrary to the will of 
Christ, can alone separate the soul of the 
Christian from Christ, but this does effectually 
sever it A soul in mortal sin is dead, and, 
albeit it is still a Member of Christ's Body, 
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it can no more draw life from the Heart of 
Christ than a mortified limb can receive the 
circulation of the natural blood. For so long 
a time as it continues in mortal sin, it is then 
separated ♦from Christ ; it has fallen from 
Grace. And it would die everlastingly except 
God had prepared for it a remedy. There is no 
possibility of a repetition of Baptism ; the soul 
has received the gift of supernatural life once 
and for ever. Nothing then can quicken a soul 
thus dead but the Precious Life-giving Blood of 
Christ. That stream which flowed from the 
Riven Side of the Dead Christ, and ever flows 
and ever will flow so long as the world lasts, 
can alone cleanse and wash away the guilt of 
sin, and impart new Life. This Blood must be 
applied as Christ has Himself commanded ; 
this Pardon must be obtained from those to 
whom He has alone given authority, viz., His 
Apostolic Priesthood. The soul must be purged 
from the poison it has taken ; Death and Life 
cannot dwell together in the same place ; the 
one must of necessity destroy the other. Power- 
less in himself, man may yet obtain the Grace 
of repentance from God ; the Fire of the Holy 
Ghost may be rekindled in the smoulder- 
ing soul, and awakened by Contrition the soul 
returns through Confession to give glory to 
God ; by Penance (i.e. Satisfaction,) to claim 
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the Merits of God ; and by Absolution to re- 
ceive remission of sins from God, and the Pre- 
cious Blood of the Lamb once more quickens 
the soul and re-unites it to the Source of Life. 
Continuance and wilful persistence in mortal 
sin must of logical necessity end in the eternal 
death of the soul, because it cuts it off from 
the only way of Salvation, namely : union with 
Christ, the Life.

senses have shared in this defilement, and are 
weakened and soiled.

receive Holy Anointing from the hands of the 13. 
Magdalene, the type of Penance, before His 
Death as the preparation of His Sacred Body 
for its Burial, and He pronounced a special 
blessing upon that deed of Faith. 

Both the body and the soul of the Faithful 
are holy, and both are consecrated, anointed, 
and sanctified through the Sacraments that both 
may be fitted to stand before God. 
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Holy Matrimony was the First ^, ^^^ 
Gr^at Sacrament of God's ordain- crament. 
ing, tjrpifying and foreshadowing two of the 
deepest mysteries of the Faith, to wit : the 
Union of the Divine and Human Natures in 
the One Person of the GOD-Man, and the Union 
of Christ with His Church. Until the Incar- 
nation Marriage was the highest and most hon- 
ourable estate ; after the Incarnation it ceased 
not to be both holy and blessed, keeping ever 
before the mind the memory of those two Great 
Mysteries, and although the Counsels of Perfec- 
tion exalt Holy Virginity above it, and that is now 
the most perfect state, the closest following of 
our Ensample, Christ, the First Religious, the 
Virgin Son of a Virgin Mother, yet all men are 
not able to receive this Counsel, and the Church 
withholds not her Benediction from such, but 
she solenmizes, blesses, and hallows marriage, 
and commands that it be held honourable by alL 

The life begun on earth, half ThedmtMw 
mortal, half immortal, must needs ^sup^L^rai 
die in order that it be quickened, ^vi- 
Matter and spirit must be severed that each 
may undergo its thorough purification apart, and

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part, he is sojourning here as in a strange coun- 
try, he is dwelling in a fleshly tabernacle, he is 
looking for a city whose builder and Maker is 
God. He is during this period but as it were 
in embryo, and he receives from the Sacra- 
ments that supemdtural nourishment whereby 
he grows towards the perfect stature of Christ. 
On earth his body in its conception and birth 
received the poison of Death, and thereby be- 
came Uable to death. This poison it revived 
voluntarily whenever the soul, by consent of the 
will, co-operating with the body, committed 
actual sin. Thus war sprang up between the 
law of the members and the law of the mind, 
between the desires of the soul and the desires a"' ^' **' 
of the flesh, so that, until the final purification , 
of both, a perpetual contest is waged. 

The Incarnate obtained endless life for the 
fleshly nature He assumed, which had become 
passible and mortal through sin inherited from 
Adam, yet He did not remove the penalty of 
temporal death, but He obtained the Resurrec- 
tion of the Flesh. 

Man sins both in soul and body. The Sacra- 
ments are provided for his cure, conveying to 
him the full benefits of the Incarnate, being the 
Antidote of the poison which has passed into 
his human nature, making him a partaker of 
the Divine Nature, and supplying Grace by vir- 
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tue of which the Soul is enabled to subdue, the 
Flesh and to make it the servant, very Member, 
and Receptacle of GOD Incarnate. 

The Body having fulfilled its period of proba- 
tion is separated from the Soul, and undergoes 
that corruption which is the' universal condition 
of mortal life. Returning to the earth whence 
it was originally taken, it awaits its final resur- 
rection and perfection through its re-union with 
the SouL 

The Soul, immaterial and incapable of cor- 
ruption, is violently dislodged by the decay and 
falling to pieces of the Tabernacle of the Body 
in which God originally placed it, and upon 
which it conspired to bring ruin and death. 
Immortal, it is yet not impassible ; separated 
from its spouse, the body, the help-meet for it, 
it is imperfect and incapable of enjoying the 
fulness of the bliss prepared for it in the Beatific 
Vision, or of enduring the uttermost torments 
of the fires of Hell. In all respects nxade like 
unto the Perfect Man, Christ Jesus, regene- 
rate man must pass through a time of separa- 
tion of soul and body, and must therein abide 
until body and soul be re-united and ascend to- 
gether to the same place where in His Glorified 
Human Body the GOD-Man sitteth on the Right 
Hand of the Father. If the soul have been 
nourished by the Sacraments, and so grafted 
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into Gk)D Who ever liveth, it must needs go on 
losing more and more all traces of imperfection 
and deficiency, and increasing in purity, in 
brightness, in closer resemblance to the God- 
Incarnate of Whom, when in the flesh, it was 
made together with it a partaker ; but it can sin 
no more, nor can it accumulate fresh merits, its 
time of probation being over. 

If the soul have died, cut off from God- In- 
carnate, there exist for it no means of re-union. 
Like a child born dead^ it has passed from the 
womb of earth into the womb of Hell, and from 
thenceforth there remaineth no more sacrifice for 
sin, but a certain fearful looking for of judgment 
and fiery indignation. It awaits the re-union 
with the incorruptible, yet not impassible, body 
bom again, in which it must hear the sentence of 
that Judge Who has power to cast both body 
and soul into hell, and to Whom account must 
be given for the deeds done in the body. 

'' But what Christian soul, even though regene- 
rate, even though continuing in union with the 
Incarnate, built upon the One Foundation, Je- 
sus Christ, can contemplate going to render 
this account otherwise than with godly fear? 
Is not our GOD of purer eyes than to behold 
iniquity? Is He not a consuming fire, even 
though still Gop the Saviour ?

not heard the Apostle declarmg that the fire 
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shall try every man's work of what sort it is ? 
Dare we presume to hope in our own case, and 
in the case of those who have gone before us, 
even though it be with the sign of faith, that 
every one of our works which follow us will be 
found so perfect as to endure that scrutinizing 
fire ? Must we not all fear, both for ourselves 
and others, that we shall have to suffer the loss 
of some thing held too dear in this life, which 
though it has not separated us from the Incar- 
nate, has hindered the perfection of our union 
with Him? Yet glory be to His redeeming 
love, when we pass through the fire He will 
isa. 43. 3. yet be with us, the flame shall not consume, 
wls'i^c'e. it shall only purify us, we shall be saved, 
even though it be so* as by fire. Blessed, then, 
are the dead which die in the Lord, they 
rest from their labour, the labour of working out 
their salvation, for it is already secured, they 
rest in the full assurance of perfect salvation, in 
the Hand of God, where no torment shall touch 
them, and which will gently purge away their 
dross, and try them as gold and silver is tried, 
that passing through fire and water, they may at 
length attain a wealthy place."

attained ; these longings and desires they ex- 
press in effectual fervent prayers, which per- 
fumed and made an offering of a sweet-smelling 
savour by the incense of the merits of Him by 
Whom, to Whom, in Whom they pray, ascend 
to the eternal throne, and thence descend innu- 
merable succours, countless graces, marvellous 
gifts of strength to the Church militant here on 
earth.

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s. Luke i6. selves, and for their brethren still on earth, fall 
23-31. back into the abyss whence they attempt in 
vain to rise. There is no Altar from which they 
can ascend, no angels near but those who have 
fallen, no incense by whose smoke they can 
ascend to the throne of God, for the incense is 
the merits of Christ, from which by non-parti- 
cipation of the Sacraments, they wilfully severed 
themselves at that time when alone they were 
capable of perfect union, namely, when they 
were in the flesh. 

Both Good and Bad await the Final Resurrec- 
tion, when both the Purified and the Degraded 
soul shall be inseparably re-united to the im- 
perishable body, and receive from the risen and 
glorified GOD-Man, Christ Jesus, the reward 
of the works done in the body, whether they be 
good or whether they be evil, by the final sen- 
tence at the Judgment.

The Prayer, 

O Lord God Almighty, Thou most mighty 
Judge Eternal, before Whom I must stand at 
the Last Day to give account of every thought, 
of every word, or every deed, teach me of Thy 
boundless Infinite Love so to prepare now for 
that dread trial, that I may not stand then before 
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Thee speechless ; teach me now by the light of 
Thy Holy Spirit so to examine my own con- 
science, and so humbly^ reverently, and de- 
voutly to confess my sins, that when the great 
Accuser shall bring before Thee mine offences, I 
may be able to show Thy Pardon and full Ac- 
quittance granted here on earth, written in Thy 
Blood, sealed with Thy love, and which Thou 
hast promised to ratify in Heaven. Acknow- 
ledge then, also, O Lord, every thought, and 
word, and deed of holiness, and accept it, for 
such it is in truth, as Thine Own, since by 
Thy grace alone man is enabled to think, or 
speak, or act meritoriously. 

And, O Lord God most holy, O Lord most 
mighty, O holy and most merciful Saviour, in 
that irrevocable Judgment condemn me not to 
the bitter pains of eternal death, but accept me 
through Thine All-prevailing Sacrifice, which 
day by day, whilst in this mortal flesh. Thy love 
enables me to plead before Thine Altar, and in 
which I place my sole trust and confidence, and 
through which alone I receive strength to work 
works well pleasing unto Thee.

The Meditation, 

God is a just God. His justice The judg- 
is the warrant for the General ^'^*' 
Judgment. In like manner as He ascended 
into Heaven will He come again a second time 
to judge the world. The Earth, our Mother, has 
been polluted by man's sin. and washed once by 
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the Deluge, — type of holy Baptism, — it must 
also undergo a second purification, and that 
purification will be by Fire. And in like manner 
as in the first Judgment by water, the Lord 
was with the righteous when he passed through 
the waters, and through the rivers, so that they 
overflowed him not ; so in the second Judgment 
when he shall walk through the fire it shall not 
burn him, neither shall the flame kindle upon 
him. 

The First Advent of our Lord TheFirstAd- 
and Saviour Jesus Christ was in *"*^- 
silence ; at midnight ; in humiliation ; in secresy, 
in weakness, in mercy. Silently the Little Child 
of Bethlehem passed through the spotless womb 
of His Virgin Mother, and left the Shrine as He 
entered it, consecrated to the Most High God, 
shut up, sealed for ever. None beheld that in- 
eflable Birth, as none beheld the moment of the 
Resurrection. The chaste eyes of Mary first 
and alone beheld God manifest in the flesh. 

The Second Advent of our Lord The Second 
and Judge, Christ Jesus, shall be ^<'«'««^- 
with a shout, with the voice of the Archangel, 
and with the trump of God, at midnight, in an 
hour when we think not ; at midnight shall that 
great cry be made ; Behold, the Bridegroom 
cometh ; go ye out to meet Him. He shall 
come in glory, surrounded by all His holy 
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Angels ; in Majesty unutterable, King of Kings, 
and Lord of Lords ; clothed in a Vesture dipped 
in Blood, He shall come in the wrath and 
fierceness of Almighty GOD. Then shall sound 
forth His Voice of aweful might, and all they that 
are in the graves shall hear that Voice, and shall 
come forth, and the sea shall give up the dead 
which are in it, and death and hell shall deliver 
up the dead which are in them. Every knee 
shall bow before Him, every eye shall see Him, 
every tongue shall confess Him, jESUS CHRIST 
the Lord. All men shall stand before Him, 
not then to plead for mercy, for it will be the 
time of justice, and the tender Mercy and most 
sweet love of our Father, which plead hourly 
with and for us while we are on earth, make 
room for the exercise of His attribute of inflexi- 
ble Justice. He, Who in the days of His humi- 
liation witnessed before the unjust judge a good 
confession, has come in His Majesty to judge 
the world with equity, and to minister true 
judgment unto the people, and to render to 
every man according to that he hath done in 
the body, whether it be good or whether it be 
evil. 

The minute scrutiny, the intense strictness of 
that Judgment cannot be exaggerated, nay, 
rather, it cannot be conceived. O my soul, 
weigh well beforehand this aweful trial ; on its 
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issue depends thine eternal weal or thine eternal 
woe. Now whilst thou art in the flesh thou 
mayest prepare for it, but there is no knowledge 
nor device in the grave whither thou goest. 
Once parted from the body thou art powerless 
to earn merit or demerit ; if thou hast died un- 
just, unjust thou shalt be still ; if filthy, filthy 
still ; if righteous, righteous still. The seeds of 
life or death, whichsoever thou shalt have sown 
on and in the earth, must germinate in that in- 
termediate state until the ripened fruit shall 
be gathered by the Angels to be sifted before 
the Throne of the All-seeing God. . 

Now ttou thinkest perchance to hide in 
Earl's twilight the tares under the semblance 
of wheat, but in that day in that clear Light of 
the Resuirection Morning, and in the aweful 
glare from the penal fires of hell, where canst thou 
hide thine evil deeds ? how canst thou cover 
thy shame ? Who will then pity thee ? Thine 
own conscience will accuse thee ; thy Guardian 
Angd will bear witness against thee ; thine own 
unerring memory will torture thee. Even now 
thou art self-condemned. Each thought and 
word and deed of sin and shame will be ruth- 
lessly dragged forth before the unpitying throng 
of min, of Angels, and Devils ; aye, before the 
Unptying Face of the Blessed God Whose 
tendar Mercy thou hast rejected, Whose Un« 
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bounded Love thou hast cast away, and Whose 
Unerring Justice thou must now feel. O my Gk)D, 
there will be no pity there ! What will it be to 
look into that Face and read no pity there ! "If 
Thou, our God, art wroth, with whom shall we 
find ruth ?" O my soul, earth has not much bit> 
terer woe than to look into the face of the beloved 
and to meet no answering gaze of love, and yet 
there is often a smile of love even upon the death- 
cold lips of those who lie before us insensible of 
our presence ; but what will be that speechless 
woe when thou lookest on the Face of the God 
of Love, and seest no pity there ! These very 
words which now thou revolvest in thy mind, 
O my soul, wijl be produced in evidecce against 
thee, and the rocks will not hear thr cry, they 
will not hide thee nor will the stones fill on thee, 
and shield thee from the Wrath of tke Lamb ; 
but naked, and uncovered, and incapable of 
death, thou must stand out alone upon that 
aweful stage before that countless multitude. 
O Lord my God, Most Loving Father, of 
Thy tender Mercy, spare me in that Day. I 
ask Thee now, O Lord, now when Thou canst 
hear me without any infringement of Thy Strict 
Justice, for I plead Thine Own Merits. \ ask 
Thee now for mercy. Thou knowest, LORD, 
how my whole soul and being quails, and has 
ever quailed since it had consciousness, before 
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the mere thought of that terrible Judgment ; . 
what will it do in the reality? Now Thou 
mayest spare, now Thou mayest pardon, now 
Thou mayest forgive. Mercy, Good Jesus, * 
mercy. Be merciful, for if Thou wilt be ex- 
treme to mark what is done amiss, O Lord^ 
how can I abide it } 

But this Judgment, so aweful in The Trial. 
its mere anticipation, so tremendous in its usher- 
ing in, will be calm, and deliberate, and unim- 
passioned, in its session. Nothing will disturb 
the Balance of the Sanctuary, for the Lord is 
a God of knowledge, and by Him actions are 
weighed.

O Lord, we do indeed believe tliat Thou 
shalt come to be our Judge, therefore we pray 
Thee hear the Voice of Thy Widowed Bride as 
day by day she pleads for us before Thine Altar, 
and spare Thy Servants whom Thou hast re- 
deemed with Thy Precious Blood, so that when 
Thy Holy Angels see upon us that Holy Sprin- 
kling they may not cast us away, nor bind us 
into bundles to burn, nor set us on Thy Left 
Hand with the Goats, but may place us on Thy 
Right Hand, and may take us into Thine Eter- 
nal Fold, and safely garner us among Thy 
wheat.

The Trial over, it remains but for the just Judge

^ And when the woman saw that the tree was good for 
food, and that it was pleasant to the eyes, and a tree to 
be desired to make one wise, she took of the fruit thereof, 
and did eat, and gave also unto her husband with her ; 
and he did eat. 

^ Adam was not deceived, but the woman being de- 
ceived was in the transgression. 

3. Man's Fall. (Page 25.) 

• God created man to be immortal, and made him to 
be an image of His own eternity. Nevertheless through 
envy of the devil came death into the world, and they 
that do hold of his side find it. 

^ Know ye not, that to whom ye yield yourselves ser- 
vants to obey, his servants ye are to whom ye obey ; 
whether of sin xmto death, or of obedience unto righteous- 
ness? 

* The angels which kept not their first estate, but left 
their own habitation. He hath reserved in everlasting 
chains, under darkness, unto the Judgment of the Great 
Day. 

•* Resist the devil, and he will flee from you. 
« They shall perish, but Thou remainest. 
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V. The Incarnation. 
I. Effect of the Fall, (Page 32.) 

■ Therefore the Lord God sent him forth from the 
garden of Eden, to till the ground from whence he was 
taken ; so He drove out the man. 

^ Ye have yielded your members servants to unclean- 
ness and to iniquity unto iniquity .... when ye were the 
servants of sin, ye were free from righteousness. What 
fruit had ye then in those things whereof ye are now 
ashamed ? for the end of those things is death. 

* For they that are after the flesh do mind the things 
of the flesh ; but they that are after the Spirit, the things 
of the Spirit. For to be carnally minded is death ; but 
to be spiritually minded is life and peace : because the 
carnal mind is enmity against GoD ; for it is not subject 
to the law of God, neither indeed can be. So then they 
that are in the flesh cannot please GoD. 

^ Ye are cursed with a curse ; for ye have robbed Me, 
even this whole nation. 

« If ... I be a Father, where is Mine honour ? and 
if I be a Master, where is My fear? saith the Lord of 
Hosts. 

' Know ye not that your bodies are the members of 
Christ ? shall I then take the members of Christ, and 
make them the members of a harlot ? God forbid. 

» Ye are not your own .... ye are bought with a 
price. 

•» Now the works of the flesh are manifest ... of the 
which I tell you before .... that they which do such 
hings shall not inherit the kingdom of God. 
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2. Man's Inability to make Reparation. 

(Page 33.) 

* I see another law in my members, warring against the 
law of my mind, and bringing me into captivity to the law 
of sin which is in my members. O wretched man that I 
I am ! who shall deliver me from the body of this death ? 

^ Both Jews and Gentiles are all xmder sin, as it is 
written. There is none righteous, no, not one. 

^ The fool hath said in his heart. There is no God. 
They are corrupt ; they have done abominable works ; 
there is none that doeth good. The Lord looked down 
from heaven upon the children of men, to see if there 
were any that did understand, and seek God. They are 
all gone aside, they are all together become filthy ; there 
is none that doeth good, no, not one. 

3. God Incarnate. (Page 33.) 

* Forasmuch then as the children are partakers of flesh 
and blood. He also Himself likewise took part of the 
same, that through death He might destroy him that had 
the power of death, that is, the Devil ; and deliver them 
who through fear of death were all their lifetime subject 
to bondage. For verily He took not on Him the nature 
of Angels ; but He took on Him the seed of Abraham. 
Wherefore in all things it behoved Him to be made like 
unto His brethren, that He might be a merciful and faith- 
ful High Priest in things pertaining to God, to make re- 
conciliation for the sins of the people. 

^ Without controversy, great is the mystery of godli- 
ness : God was manifest in the flesh, justified in the 
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Spirit, seen of Angels, preached unto the Gentiles, be- 
lieved on in the world, received up^into glory. 

« Hereby perceive we the love of God, because He 
laid down His life for us. 

* In the beginning was the Word, and the* Word was 
with God, and the Word was God. And the Word was 
made Flesh, and dwelt among us, and we beheld His 
glory, the glory as of the Only-begotten of the Father, 
full of grace and truth. 

* God, hath in these last days spoken unto us by His 
Son .... the brightness of His glory, and the express 
Image of His Person. 

' Jesus saith, ... he that hath seen Me hath seen 
the Father. 

» This Man, after He had offered one Sacrifice for 
sifts for ever, sat down on the right hand of God. 

^ Seeing then that we have a, great High Priest, that 
is passed into the heavens, Jesus, the Son of God, let 
us hold fast our profession. For we have not an High 
Priest which cannot be touched with the feeling of our 
infirmities, but was in all points tempted like as we are, 
yet without sin. 

* The Angel Gabriel was sent from God ... to a 
Virgin . . . and the Angel came in unto her, and said, 
Hail, thou that art full of grace, the Lord is with thee ; 
blessed art thou among women. .... Fear not, Mary : 
for thou hast found favour vrith God, and, behold thou 
shalt conceive in thy womb, and bring forth a Son, and 
shalt call His name Jesus. He shall be great, and shall 
be called the Son of the Highest, . . . and of His king- 
dom there shall be no end. Then said Mary unto the 
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Angel, How shall this be, seeing I know not a man? 
And the Angel answered and said unto her, The Holy 
Ghost shall come upon thee, and the power of the 
Highest shall overshadow thee ; therefore also that Holy 
Thing which shall be born of thee shall be called the 
Son of God. 

J The Angel of the Lord appeared unto him [Joseph] 
in a dream, saying, Joseph, thou son of David, fear not 
to take unto thee Mary thy wife ; for that which is con- 
ceived in her is of the Holy Ghost. And she shall 
bring forth a Son, and thou shalt call His name Jesus : 
for He shall save His people from their sins. Now all 
this was done, that it might be fulfilled which was spoken 
of the Lord by the Prophet, saying, Behold, a Virgin 
shall be with child, and shall bring forth a Son, and they 
shall call His name Emmanuel ; which being interpreted 
is, God with us. Then Joseph being raised from sleep, 
did as the Angel of the Lord had bidden him, and took 
unto him his wife : and knew her not until she had brought 
forth her first-bom Son : and he called His name Jesus. 

4. God-Man, the Perfect Mediator. (Page 33.) 

■ God commended His love toward us, in that, while 
we were yet sinners, Christ died for us. Much moro 
then, being now justified by His Blood we shall be saved 
from wrath through Him. For if, when we were ene- 
mies, we were reconciled to God by the death of His 
Son, much more, being reconciled, we shall be saved by 
His life. And not only so, but we also joy in God, 
through our Lord Jesus Christ, by Whom we have 
now received the atonement. 
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^ [We have] . . . brethren, boldness to enter into the 
holiest by the Blood of Jesus, by a new and living way, 
which He hath consecrated for us, through the veil, that 
is to say, His flesh. 

^ Awake, O sword, against My Shepherd, and against 
the man that is My fellow, saith the Lord of Hosts. 

•*.... Christ glorified not Himself to be made an 
High Priest ; but He that said unto Him, Thou art My 
Son, this day have I begotten Thee. As He saith also 
in another place. Thou art a Priest for ever after the 
order of Melchisedec. Who in the days of His flesh, 
when He had offered up prayers and supplications, with 
strong crying and tears, unto Him that was able to save 
Him from death, and was heard in that He feared, \marg, 
for His piety,) though He were a Son, yet learned He 
obedience by the things which He suffered, and being 
made perfect, He became the author of eternal salvation 
unto all them that obey Him. 

« For there is one God, and one Mediator between 
God and men, the Man Christ Jesus, Who gave Him- 
self a ransom for all, to be testified {marg. a testimony) 
in due time. 

' In Him dwelleth all the fulness of the Godhead 
bodily. 

« By one offering He hath perfected for ever them that 
are sanctified. 

•* We have redemption through His [the Son of His 
Love] Blood, even the forgiveness of sins. Who is the 
Image of the Invisible God, the First -bom of every crea- 
ture ; for by Him were all things created, that are in 

aven, and that are in earth, visible and invisible. 
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whether they be thrones, or dominions, or principalities, 
or powers : all things were created by Him, and for 
Him : and He is before all things, and by Him all 
things consist. And He is the head of the Body, the 
Church : Who is the beginning, the first-bom from the 
dead ; that in all things He might have the pre-eminence. 
For it pleased the Father that in Him should all fulness 
dwell : and, having made peace through the Blood of His 
Cross, by Him to reconcile all things xmto Himself ; by 
Him, I say, whether they be things in earth, or things in 
heaven. 

5. Man taken up with God into Heaven. 
(Page 34.) 

* See Acts ii. 22 — 33. 

* If ye then be risen with Christ, seek those things 
which are above, where Christ sitteth on the right hand 
of God. 

* This same Jesus, Which is taken up from you into 
heaven, shall so come in like manner as ye have seen 
Him go into heaven.

I. The Work of the Incarnation carried on 
BY THE Church. (Page 42.) 

* I will not leave you comfortless ; I will come to you. 

^ Ye have not chosen Me, but I have chosen you, aijd 

ordained, you, that ye should go And bring forth fruit, and 

H 
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that your fruit should remain : that whatsoever ye shall 
ask of the Father in My Name, He may give it you. 

^ By one Spirit are we all baptized into one body, 
whether we be Jews or Gentiles, whether we be bond or 
free ; and have been all made to drink into one Spirit. 

^ I am appointed a preacher, and an Apostle, and a 
teacher of the Gentiles. 

« Hold fast the form of sound words, which thou hast 
heard of me, in faith and love which is in Christ Jesus. 
That good thing which was committed unto thee, keep 
by the Holy Ghost which dwelleth in us. 

' And the things which thou hast heaixi of me among 
[by] many witnesses, the same commit thou to faithful 
njen, who shall be able to teach others also. 

2. The Instrumentality by which God the 
Holy Ghost carries on the work of the 
Incarnation. (Page 43.) 

* Then opened He their understanding, that they 
might understand the Scriptures, and said unto them. 
Thus it is written, and thus it behoved Christ to suffer 
and to rise from the dead the third day. And that re- 
pentance and remission of sins should be preached in 
His Name among all nations, beginning at Jerusalem, 
and ye are witnesses of these things. And, behold, I 
send the promise of My Father upon you ; but tarry ye 
in the city of Jerusalem until ye be endued with power 
from on high. 

^ As Thou hast sent Me into the world, even so have 
I also sent them into the world. 

« T^fough we walk in the flesh, we do not war after 
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the flesh : (for the weapons of our warfare are not carnal, 
but mighty through God to the pulling down of strong- 
holds.) Do ye look on things after the outward appear- 
ance ? If any man trusts in himself that he is Christ's, 
let him of himself think this again, that as he is Christ's, 
even so are we Christ's. For though I should boast 
somewhat more of our authority, which the Lord hath 
given us for edification, and not for your destruction, I 
should not be ashamed. 

^ To whom ye forgive anything, I forgive also ; for if I 
forgave anything, to whom I forgave it, for your sakes 
forgave I it in the person of Christ. 

« And Jesus came and spake unto them, saying, All 
power is given unto Me in heaven and earth. Go ye 
therefore, and teach all nations, baptizing them in the 
Name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost : teaching them to observe all things whatsoever 
I have commanded you ; and, lo, I am with you alway, 
even unto the end of the world. Amen. 

' . . . And they chose Stephen . . . and Philip . . . 
whom they set before the Apostles ; and when they had 
prayed, they laid their hands on them. 

Jf They were baptized in the Name of the Lord Jesus. 
Then laid they their hands on them, and they received 
the Holy Ghost. 

** And when they had ordained them elders in every 
church, and had prayed with fasting, they commended 
them to the Lord. 

* I have received of the Lord that which also I de- 
livered imto you, that the Lord Jesus, the same night 
in which He was betrayed took bread : and when He had 
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given thanks, He brake it, and said, Take, eat ; this is 
My Body, which is broken for you : this do, in remem- 
brance of Me. After the same manner also He took the 
Cup when He had supped, saying, This Cup is the New 
Testament in My Blood ; this do ye, as oft as ye drink 
it, in remembrance of Me. 

i The Cup of Blessing which we bless, is it not the Com- 
munion of the Blood of Christ ? The Bread which we 
break, is it not the Conmiunion of the Body of Christ ? 

'' Is any sick among you ? let him call for the eWcrs of 
the Church : and let them pray over him, anointing him 
with oil in the Name of the Lord : and the prayer of 
faith shall raise him up ; and if he have committed sins 
they shall be forgiven him. 

^ When He, the Spirit of Truth, is come. He will 
guide you into all truth. 

" Neglect not the gift that is in thee, which was given 
thee by prophecy, with the laying on of the hands of the 
presbytery. 

■ I put thee in remembrance that thou stir up the gift 
of God, which is in thee by the putting on of my hands. 
That good thing which was conmiitted unto thee, keep 
by the Holy Ghost which dwelleth in us. 

• In Whom also, after that ye believed, ye were sealed 
with that Holy Spirit of Promise. 

p [Matthias] was numbered with the eleven Apostles. 

1 Thou therefore, my son, be strong in the grace that 
is in Christ Jesus. And the things that thou hast 
heard of us, among [by] many witnesses, the same 
commit thou to faithful men, who shall be able to teach 
others also. 
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' For this cause left I thee in Crete, that thou shouldest 
set in order the things that are wanting, and ordain elders 
in every city, as I had appointed thee. 

3. The Sacraments the Extension of the 

Incarnation. (Page 43.) 

• Jesus answered and said, . . . Verily, verily, I say, 
. . . Except a man be bom again, he cannot see the 
kingdom of God. 

• <= Etcetera. See (2) above. 

4. Sacraments the Channels of Divine 
Grace. (Page 44.) 

' Through Him we both have access by one Spirit unto 
the Father. Now therefore ye are no more strangers 
and foreigners, but fellow citizens with the Saints, and of 
the household of God ; and are built upon the foundation 
of the Apostles and Prophets, Jesus Christ Himself 
being the Chief Comer-stone ; in Whom all the building, 
fitly framed together, groweth unto an holy temple in 
the Lord : in Whom ye also are builded together for an 
habitation of God through the Spirit. 

** . . . His Divine Power hath given unto us all things 
that pertain unto life and godliness . . . that by these 
ye might be partakers of the Divine Nature. 

5. Baptism. (Page 44.) 

• Buried with Him in Baptism, whereby also ye are 
risen with Him, through the faith of the operation of 
God, Who hath raised Him from the dead. And yov 
being dead in your sins and the uncircumcision of y 
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flesh, hath He quickened together with Him, having for- 
given you all trespasses. 

6. Confirmation. (Page 44.) 

• Then laid they their hands on them, and they re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost. 

•* Ye are washed, ... ye are sanctified, ... ye are 
justified in the Name of the. Lord Jesus, and by the 
Spirit of our GoD. 

^ Now He which stablisheth us with you in Christ, 
and hath anointed us, is God ; Who hath also sealed us, 
and given the earnest of the Spirit in our hearts. 

^ In Whom also, after that ye believed, ye were sealed 
with that holy Spirit of promise. 

7. The Blessed Eucharist. (Page 44.) 

■ He that is joined unto the Lord is one Spirit .... 
your body is the temple of the Holy Ghost which is in 
you, which ye have of God. 

*» He that eateth and drinketh unworthily, eateth and 
drinketh damnation to himself, not discerning the Lord's 
Body. 

«... Know ye not your own selves, how that Jesus 
Christ is in you, except ye be reprobates? 

^ No man ever yet hated his own flesh ; but nourisheth 
it and cherisheth it, even as the Lord the Church : for 
we are members of His Body, of His flesh, and of His 
bones. This is a great mystery : but I speak concerning 
Christ and the Church. - 

« I am the Living Bread which came down from hea- 

^n : if any man eat of this Bread, he shall live for ever : 
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and the •Bread that I will give is My Flesh, which I 
will give for the life of the world. Verily, verily, I say 
uito you, Except ye eat the Flesh of the Son of Man, and 
drink His Blood, ye have no life in you. As the living 
Father hath sent Me, and I live by the Father : so he 
that eateth Me, even he shall live by Me. 

' Having therefore, brethren, boldness to enter into the 
holiest by the Blood of Jesus, by a new and living way 
which He hath consecrated for us, through the veil, that 
is to say. His flesh ; and having an High Priest over the 
House of God, let us draw near with a true heart in full 
assurance of faith. 

" Jesus Christ the same yesterday, and to-day, and 
for ever. By Him therefore let us offer the Sacrifice of 
Praise to God continually, that is,, the fruit of our lips,' 
giving thanks to His Name. But to do good, and to 
communicate forget not : for with such sacrifices God is 
well pleased. 

^ From the rising of the sun even unto the going down 
of the same, My name shall be great among the Gentiles ; 
and in every place incense shall be offered unto My Name, 
and a pure offering, . . . saith the Lord of Hosts. 

^ Thou feddest Thine own people with angels' food, and 
didst send them bread from heaven. 

J He rained down manna also upon them for to eat, and 
gave them food from heaven ; so man did eat angels' food. 

8. Penance. (Page 44.) 

• ... If I forgave anything, to whom I forgave it, for 
your sakes forgave I it in the person of Christ. 
^ God, Who hath reconciled us to Himself by jESUf 
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Christ . . . hath given to us the ministry of recondlia' 
tion, to wit, that God was in Christ, reconciling the 
world unto Himself, not imputing their trespasses untD 
them ; and hath committed unto us the "word of rbcor- 
ciliation. 

« I verily . . . have judged already ... in the Name 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, when ye are gathered to- 
gether, and my spirit, with the power of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, to deliver such an one unto Satan for the de- 
struction of the fl.esh, that the spirit may be saved in the 
day of the Lord Jesus. 

^ And many that believed came, and confessed and 
showed their deeds. Many of them also which used 
curious arts brought their books together, and burned 
them before all men ; and they counted the price of 
them, and found it fifty thousand pieces of silver. So 
mightily grew the Word of GOD and prevailed. 

9. Unction of the Sick. (Page 44.) 

■ They shall 'lay hands on the sick and they shall 
recover. 

^ Now when Jesus was in Bethany, in the house of 
Simon the leper, there came unto Him a woman having an 
alabaster box of very precious ointment, and poured it on 
His head, as He sat at meat. But when His Disciples saw 
it, they had indignation, saying. To what purpose is this 
waste? .... When Jesus understood it. He said unto 
them. Why trouble ye the woman ? for she hath wrought 
a good work upon Me. . . . For in that she hath poured 
this ointment on My body, she did it for My burial. 
Verily, I say unto you, wheresoever this gospel shall be 
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preached in the whole worlds there shall also this, that 
this woman hath done, be told for a memorial of her. 

• Is any sick among you ? let ... . the elders of the 
Church . . . pray over him, anointing him with oil in 
the Name of the Lord. 

lo. Holy Orders. (Page 45.) 

' He therefore that despiseth, [rejecteth, ntarg.\ de- 
spiseth not man, but God, Who hath also given unto us 
His Holy Spirit. 

^ Then said Jesus to them again. Peace be unto you : 
as My Father hath sent Me, even so send I you. And 
when He had said this, He breathed on them, and saith 
unto them. Receive ye the Holy Ghost : whose soever 
sins ye remit, they are remitted unto them ; and whose 
soever sins ye retain, they are retained. 

^ He hath said, I will never leave thee, nor forsake 
thee. Remember them which have the rule over you, . . . 
whose faith follow. Obey them that have the rule over 
you, and submit yourselves : for they watch for your 
souls, as they that must give account ; that they may do 
it with joy and not with grief. 

^ Neglect not the gift that is in thee, which was 
given thee by prophecy, with the laying on of the hands 
of the presbytery. 

' We have a great High Priest, that is passed into the 
heavens, Jesus the Son of God.

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** We have this treasure m earthen vessels, that the ex- 
cellency of the power may be of Gk>D, and not of us^ 

• We do not war after the flesh, for the weapons of our 
warfare are not carnal, but mighty through God 

■ Though I should boast somewhat more of our authority, 
... I should not be ashamed. 

11. Marriage. (Page 45.) 

• As God hath distributed to every man, as the Lord 
hath called every one, so let him walk. And so ordain I 
in all churches. 

^ Every man hath his proper gift of God, one after this 
manner, another after that. If thou marry thou hast not 
sinned. 

« Marriage is honourable in all. 

^ We are members of His Body, of His Flesh, and of 
His Bones. For this cause shall a man leave his father 
and mother, and shall be joined unto his wife, and they 
shall be one flesh. This is a great mystery. 

12. The Perpetuity of Divine Grac]^ (Page 

45.) 

• Our sufficiency is of God : Who hath also made us 
able ministers of the New Testament .... If the mi- 
nistration of death . . . was glorious . . . which glory 
was to be done away ; how shall not the ministration of 
the Spirit be rather glorious? . . . For if that which 
was done away was glorious, much more that which re- 
maineth is glorious. 
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VII. The Departed. 

1. Supernatural Life. (Page 58.) 

* God, Who is rich in mercy, for His great love where- 
with He loved us, even when we were dead in sins, hath 
quickened us together with Christ. 

^ Buried with Him in Baptism, wherein also ye are 
risen with Him. 

* By one man sin entered into the world, and death by 
sin ; and so death passed upon all men. 

** Grieve not the Holy Spirit of God, whereby ye 
are sealed unto the day of redemption. 

2. State fixed by Death. (Page 58.) 

* If we sin wilfully after that we have received the 
knowledge of the truth, there remaineth no more sacrifice 
for sins, but a certain fearful looking for of judgment, and 
fiery indignation, which shall devour the adversaries. 

^ Judas by transgression fell, that he might go to his 
own place. 

* In hell he lifted up his eyes, being in torments. 

* He that is dead is freed from sin. 

3. Growth and Decay of the Soul. (Page 58.) 

* Romans viii. i — 1 1. 

^ If ye live after the flesh, ye shall die : but if ye 
through the Spirit do mortify the deeds of the body, ye 
shall live. 

* Be not deceived ; God is not mocked : for whatso- 
ever a man soweth, that shall he also reap. For he that 
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soweth to his flesh, shall of the flesh reap corruption ; but 
he that soweth to the Spirit, shall of the Spirit reap life 
everlasting. 

4. The soul conscious of things of earth. 

(Page 59.) 

• The night cometh when no man can work. He that 
is unjust, let him be unjust still : and he which is fllthy, 
let him be fllthy still : and he that is righteous, let him 
be righteous still : and he that is holy, let him be holy 
still. 

b We also are compassed about with so great a cloud 
of witnesses. 

^ Then said Samuel . . . The Lord hath done to him, 
as He spake by me : for the Lord hath rent the kingdom 
^out of thine hand . . . and to-morrow shalt thou and thy 
sons be with me. 

5. Prayers of the Faithful Departed. (Page 

60.) 

• Remember thy children that sleep. . . I, Esdras^ saw 
upon the Mount Sion a great people, whom I could not 
number, and they all praised the Lord with songs. 

^ I saw under the altar the souls of them that were 
slain for the Word of God, and for the testimony which 
they held : and they cried with a loud voice, saying. How 
long, O Lord, holy and true, dost Thou not judge and 
a'venge our blood on them that dwell on the earth ? And 
white robes were given unto every one of them ; and it 
was said unto them, that they should rest yet for a little 
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season, until their fellow servants also and their brethren, 
that should be killed as they were, should be fulfilled. 

^ Another angel came and stood at the altar, having a 
golden censer ; and there was given unto him much incense, 
that he should offer it with the prayers of all saints upon the 
golden altar which was before the throne. And the smoke 
of the incense, which came with the prayers of the saints, ' 
ascended up before God out of the angel's hand. And 
the angel took the censer, and filled it with fire of the 
altar, and cast it into [upon] the earth. 

6. Efficacy of Prayers of and for the De- 
parted. (Page 60.) 

* Ye are come unto Mount Sion, and unto the city of 
the living God, the heavenly Jerusalem, and to an in- 
numerable company of angels, to the general assembly 
and Church of the first-bom, which are written in heaven, 
and to God the judge of all, and to the spirits of just men 
made perfect, and to Jesus the Mediator of the new cove- 
nant, and to the Blood of sprinkling. 

^ Remember thy children that sleep, for I shall bring 
them out of the sides of the earth, and show mercy unto 
them : for I am mercifiil, saith the Lord Almighty. • 

« For if he had not hoped that they that were slain 
should have risen again, it had been superfluous and vain 
to pray for the dead. And also in that he perceived that 
there was great favour laid up for those that died godly, 
it was an holy and good thought. Whereupon he [Judas 
Maccabeus] made a reconciliation for the dead, that they 
might be delivered from sin.

And 
the whole multitude of the people were praying without, 
at the time of incense. 

" There appeared a man with grey hairs, and exceeding 
glorious, who was of a wonderful and excellent majesty. 
Then Onias answered, saying, This is a lover of the bre- 
thren, who prayeth much for the people, and for the holy 
city, to wit, Jeremias the prophet of God. 

7. Prayers of the lost unheard. (Page 60.) 

• Then Jesus said imto them. Verily, verily, I say 
unto you. Except ye eat the Flesh of the Son of Man, 
and drink His Blood, ye have no life in you. 

** He cried and said, Father Abraham, have mercy on 
me, and send Lazarus, that he may dip the tip of his 
finger in water, and co<5l my tongue ; for I am tormented 
in this flame. But Abraham said, Son, remember that 
thou in thy lifetime receivedst thy good things, and like- 
wise Lazarus evil things : but now he is comforted, and 
thou art tormented. . . . Then he said, I pray thee, 
therefore, father, that thou wouldest send him to my 
father's house : for I have five brethren ; that he may 
testify unto them, lest they also come into this place of 
torment. Abraham saith unto him, They have Moses 
and the prophets ; let them hear them. 

® There is no man that hath power over the spirit, to 
retain the spirit ; neither hath he power in the day of 
death ; and there is no discharge in that war ; neither 
shall wickedness deliver those that are given to it. 

* Because I have called, and ye refused ; I have 
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stretched out My hand, and no man regarded ; but ye 
have set at nought all My counsel, and would none of 
My reproof ; I also will laugh at your calamity ; I will 
mock when your fear cometh ; when your fear cometh as 
desolation, and your destruction cometh as a whirlwind ; 
when distress and anguish cometh upon you. Then shall 
they call upon Me, but I will not answer. 

* For what is the hope of the h)rpocrite, though he 
hath gained, when God taketh away his soul? Will 
God hear his cry when trouble cometh upon him? 



VIII. The Judgment. 

I. The world purified by fire. (Page 67.) 

* The whole creation groaneth and travaileth in pain 
together until now. 

^ I will also gather all nations, and will bring them 
down into the valley of Jehoshaphat, and will plead with 
them there. 

* This same Jesus, Which is taken up from you into 
heaven, shall so come in like manner as ye have seen 
Him go into Heaven. 

•* But the day of the Lord will come as a thief in the 
night ; in the which the heavens shall pass away wi^h a 
great noise, and the elements shall melt with fervent 
heat ; the earth also, and the works that are therein, shall 
be burned up. 

* For, behold, the Lord cometh forth out of His 
place, and will come down, and tread upon the high 
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places of the earth. And the mountains shall be molten 
under Him, and the valleys shall be cleft, as wax before 
the fire, and as the waters that are poured down a steep 
place. 

2. The Advent. (Page 69.) 

» The Lord Himself shall descend from Heaven with 
a shout, with the voice of the archangel, and with the 
trump of God. 

^ When the Son of Man shall come in His glory, and 
all the holy angels with Him, then shall He sit upon the 
throne of His glory : and before Him shall be gathered 
all nations. 

^ And the earth shall restore those that are asleep in 
her, and so shall the dust those that dwell in silence, and 
the secret places shall deliver those souls that were com- 
mitted \mto them. And the Most High shall appear 
upon the seat of judgment, and misery shall pass away, 
and the longsuffering shall have an end : but judgment 
only shall remain, truth shall stand, and faith shall wax 
strong : and the work shall follow, and the reward shall 
be showed, and the good deeds shall be of force, and 
wicked deeds shall bear no rule. 

<* He hath appointed a day, in the which He will judge 
the world in righteousness by that Man Whom He hath 
ordained ; whereof He hath given assurance \mto all men, 
in that He hath raised Him from the dead. 

• These . . . are a law unto themselves ; which shew 
the work of the law written in their hearts, their con- 
science also bearing witness, and their thoughts the mean 
'hile accusing or else excusing one another : in the day 
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when God shall judge the secrets of men by Jesus 
Christ according to my Gospel. 

' Therefore judge nothing before the time, until the 
Lord come, Who both will bring to light the hidden 
things of darkness, and will make manifest the counsels 
of the hearts. 

8 And when your sins are brought forth, ye shall be 
ashamed before men, and your own sins shall be your 
accusers in that day. What will ye do ? or how will ye 
hide your sins before God and His Angels ? 

3. The Judge. (Page 68.) 

■ The Father .... hath committed all judgment 
unto the Son. 

^ And Jesus said unto them, Verily I say unto you, that 
ye which have followed Me, in the regeneration, when 
the Son of Man shall sit in the Throne of His Glory, ye 
shall also sit upon twelve thrones, judging the twelve 
tribes of Israel. 

^ Do ye not know that the Saints shall judge the 
world ? and if the world be judged by you, are ye un- 
worthy to judge the smallest matters ? know ye not that 
we shall judge Angels ? 

4. The Witnesses. (Page 68.) 

* The reapers are the Angels. 

^ He shall send His Angels with a great sound of a 
trumpet ; and they shall gather together His Elect from 
the four winds, from one end of heaven to the other. " 

' There is joy in the presence of the Angels of Got 
over one sinner that repenteth. 

I 
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** The men of Nineveh shall rise in judgment with this 
generation, and shall condemn it. . . . The queen of the 
south shall rise up in the judgment with this generation, 
and shall condemn it. 

• I say unto you. It shall be more tolerable for Tyre 
and Sidon at the Day of Judgment, than for you. And 
thou, Capernaum, which art exalted unto heaven, shalt 
be brought down to hell : for if the mighty works which 
have been done in thee had been done in Sodom, it would 
have remained until this day. But I say unto you, that 
it shall be more tolerable for the land of Sodom in the 
Day of Judgment, than for thee. 

' And the King shall answer and say unto them, Verily, 
I say unto you. Inasmuch as ye have done it unto one of 
the least of these My brethren, ye have done it unto Me. 
. . Inasmuch as ye did it not to one of the least of these, 
ye did it not to Me. 

5. The Scrutiny. (Page 68.) 

• The Lord , . . will bring to light the hidden things 
of darkness, and will make manifest the counsels of the 
hearts. 

^ For we must all appear before the Judgment -seat of 
Christ ; that every one may receive the things done in his 
body, according to that he hath done, whether it be good 
or bad. 

^ I say unto you, That every idle word that men shall 
speak, they shall give account thereof in the Day of 
Judgment. 

** All that are in the graves shall hear His Voice, and 
hall come forth, they that have done good, unto the 
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resurrection of Life ; and they that have done evil, unto 
the resurrection of damnation. 

• And behold, I come quickly ; and My Reward is with 
Me, to give every man according as his work shall be. 



IX. THE FINAL DECISION. 

1. The 'Sentence Irreversible. (Page 76.) 

* These shall go away into .everlasting punishment : 
but the righteous into life eternal. 

^ The Strength of Israel will not lie nor repent : for 
He is not a man, that He shoul4 repent. 

« It is a righteous thing with God to recompense, 
tribulation to them that trouble you; and to you who 
are troubled, rest with us ; when the Lord Jesus shall 
be revealed from heaven with His Mighty Angels, in 
flaming fire taking vengeance on them that know not 
God, and that obey not the Gospel of our Lord Jesus 
Christ : who shall be punished with everlasting destruc- 
tion from the presence of the Lord, and from the Glory 
of His Power ; when He shall come to be glorified in 
His Saints ... in that Day. 

2. The Separation Eternal. (Page 76.) 

■ They gathered the good into vessels, but cast the bad 
away. So shall it be at the end of the world : the An- 
gels shall come forth, and sever the wicked from amon<" 
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the just ; and shall cast them mto the furnace of fire : 
there shall be wailing and gnashing of teeth. 

^ There shall in no wise enter into [the City] any 
thing that defiheth, neither whatsoever worketh abomi* 
nation, or maketh a lie : but they which are written in 
the Lamb's Book of Life. 

3. Condemnation Eternal. (Page 76.) 

* It is impossible for those who were once enlightened, 
and have tasted of the heavenly gift, and were made par- 
takers of the Holy Ghost, and have tasted the good 
Word of God, and the powers of the world to come, if 
they shall fall away, to renew them again unto repentance. 
*» For if we sin wilfully after that we have received the 
knowledge of the truth, there remaineth no more sacri- 
fice for sins. 

^ The Bridegroom came; and they that were ready 
went in with Him to the marriage : and the door was 
shut. 

•• If thy hand offend thee, cut it off: it is better for 
thee to enter into life maimed, than, having two hands, 
to go into hell, into the fire that never shall be quenched; 
where their worm dieth not, and the fire is not quenched. 
And if thy foot offend thee, cut it off: it is better for 
thee to enter halt into, life, than, having two feet, to be 
cast into hell, into the fire that never shall be quenched ; 
where their worm dieth not, and the fire is not quenched. 
And if thine eye offend thee, pluck it out : it is better for 
thee to enter into the kingdom of God with one eye, 
than, having two eyes, to be cast into hell fire ; where 
their worm dieth not, and the fire is not quenched. 
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4. Bliss Eternal. (Page 76.) 

* Beloved, now are we the sons of God ; and it doth 
not yet appear .what we shall be : but we know that, 
when He shall appear, we shall be like Him ; for we 
shall see Him as He is. 

*» I am the Living Bread Which came down from Hea- 
ven : if any man eat of this Bread he shall live for ever. 
.... Whoso eateth My Flesh and drinketh My Blood 
hath eternal life, and I will raise him up at the last day. 
As the Living Father hath sent Me, and I live by the 
Father : so he that eateth Me, he shall live by Me. 
This is that Bread which came down from heaven .... 
he that eateth of this Bread shall live for ever. 

* I give unto them eternal life '; and they shall never 
perish. 

•* And God shall wipe away all tears from their eyes ; 
and there shall be no .more death, neither sorrow, nor 
crying, neither shall there be any more pain : for the 
former things are passed away. 

* And there shall be no night tljpre : and they need no 
candle, neither light of the sun ; for the Lord God giveth 
them light : and they shall reign for ever and ever. 

' I would not have you to be^ignorant, brethren, con- 
cerning them which are asleep, that ye sorrow not, even as 
others which have no hope. For if we believe that Jesus 
died and rose again, even so them also which sleep in 
Jesus will God bring with Him. For this we say unto 
you by the word of the Lord, that we which are alive, 
and remain unto the coming of the Lord, shall not pre- 
vent them which are asleep. For the Lord Himself 
shall descend from heaven with a shout, with the voic 
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the Archangel, and with the trump of God : and the 
dead in Christ shall rise first : then we which are alive 
and remain, shall be caught up together with them in the 
clouds, to meet the Lord in the air, and so shall we ever 
be with the Lord. Wherefore comfort one another with 
these words. 
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
